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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant cancells claims 9-11 and 32 being 
rejected under 35 USC 102 and 103. However, the pending claims 12-18 and 33 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 enablement as 
stated in the Office action date 9/14/06. Applicant submits exhibit A by Chung and Saltz that discusses antibody-based therapies for 
colorectal cancer. However, those of skill in the art recognize that treating tumors with antibodies is unpredictable and undue 
experimentation is required before practice the method. Again as stated in the rejection, the specification does not provide a method of 
treating any cancer with any agent, which could bind to IGSF9 comprising any antibody to IGSF9 (SEQ ID NO: 2). The instant 
specification provides insufficient guidance or direction to predictably enable one of ordinary skill in the art to usethe invention as 
claimed. Therefore, one skilled in the art would be forced into under experimentation in order to practice the claimed invention. Thus, 
applicant's argument has not been found persuasive, and the rejection under 35USC 112 1 st paragraph is maintained for reason of the 
record.
